Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreennent was reached, or any other comments: The Examiner agreed to reconsider the rejection over Wotherspoon 
in view of the discussion of portions of the reference which may be interpreted as teaching away from the claimed 
invention and from a combination with Grundy. In particular, the Examiner agreed that breaking the tile of 
Wotherspoon appears to destroy Wotherspoon's objective of providing a one piece tile (1:26-28). Additionally, it was 
discussed that Wotherspoon's additional objective of forming the tile by extrusion may be interepreted as teaching 
away from the claimed method which requires a mold. Applicant's counsel also pointed to Figure 4 of Wotherspoon 
and suggested that there is no neck between the two portions. The Examiner disagreed and asserted instead that the 
portion adjacent item 25 could be interpreted as a "neck" or a "necked portion". However, the Examiner agreed that 
Wotherspoon appears to teach away from breaking and from a combination with Grundy, and asserted that a new 
search would be performed for breakage of mission-shape or "S" shape tiles. 
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
